After considerable discussion, the meeting passed a resolu- 
tion that the student" of McGill University are in favour of 
women cheerleader.* at athletic events, and respectfully urge the 
Senate to reconsider their decision banning them on the campus. 
Lack of a complete quorum bars the resolution from being an 
official one of the Students' Society, but the fact that it was 
passed by four hundred students will, it is believed, carry consid- 
erable weight. 

In the discussion from the* 
floor, some students expressed 
tlheir desire for "unconditional 

t 

surrender" on the part of the 
University authorities; that the 
leaderettes should have com- 
plete freedom in dress and per- 
formance. However. Barbara 
Ja<:kson. vice-president of the 
Women's Union, declared that 
the "Union ha- appointed a com- 
mittee to regulate the choice and 
behaviour of the girls, and 
would take full responsibility in 
the matter. Accordingly, this 
amrndincnt was added to the 
original résolution. 

WINTER CARNIVAL 
SEC President Eddie Ballon, in 
the chah', outlined a proposed Win- 
tor Carnlival nt McGill. A com- 
mitter led by John Skeltnn Is now 
working in preparation for the 
event, he stated, and the festival, 
which is irJated for the week-end 
of February, 20. will include slcigh- 
rides. speeds kating, and hockey in 
Mdson Staidium. anions other 
items.

Marx Theory 



"Dialctical Materialism — the 
philosophy of the Marxist Party" 
will be the subject of a speech by 
Mr. Harry Binder, city organizer 
for the Labor Progressive Party, 
at an open meeting of the McGill 
L.P.U. Club today at 1 p.m. in the 
new room of the McGill Union. 

Mr. Binder, a member of the 
labor movement for some twenty 
years, was one of the leaders of the 
trek to Ottawa in 1935. which was 
prevented from reaching its 
destination by government troops. 
He was Parliamentary Press Re- 
porter for "The Daily Clarion" from 
1936 > until 1939. when he was ar- 
I rested and spent three years "as a 
j political prisoner in the Kingston 
we »t| penitentiary. On his release, he 
joined the army and went overseas. 
At present he is receiving a pen- 
sion for serious wounds sustained 
while on active service in France. 

Known as a forceful speaker, Mr. 
Binder will be remembered for hls 
address here two years ago on the 
question of low cost housing for 
Veteran students.

IDr. Frank stressed that "Early 
cage during the first four or five 
yc;a s of the child's life is of major 
importance in the development of 
personality". He mentioned that 
it was necessary to attempt to 
understand the emotional nature of 
the child, as failure lo do this 
might* result in a mischiovious or 
maladjusted individual. He explain- 
ed thau the aim of learning was 
to develop self-discipline so as to 
establish a pattern for later social 
living.

Needs Helpers 

The tremendous good that Uni- 
versity student-workers can do in 
guiding the less fortunate to find 
themselves was stressed by Mr. 
Macartney, head worker at the 
University Settlement, yesterday 
afternoon at a meeting of the C.CF. 
Social Service Committee in the 
Union. 

Mr. Macartney briefly outlined 
the work of. the Seulement with 
young people. This work includes 
that of Scouts, Guides, Instruction 
in woodcraft and music. He also 
emphasized that the secret of com- 
munity work is to instil a spirit of 
democracy among the poor in or- 
der to help them realize their posi- 
tion and rise above their present 
level. 

The University settlement, oldest 
organization of its kind in Montreal, 
was started in 1891 by McGill stu- 
dents. However, during recent 
years there has been little or no 
male participation in student so- 
cial work. This year the C.CF. has 
organized a Social Service Com- 
mittee in the hopes that not only 
women but also men will take an 
active interest in aiding the poor of 
the city. 

Mist Hall, head nf the Women's 
and Girl's department made a spe- 
cial appeal for leaders to instruct 
in dramatics, music and advanced 
types of handiwork. 

Betty Ann Henley, secretary of 
the C.C.F., asked for volunteers at 
the close of the meeting and her 
appeal received a one hundred per 
cent response from those present.

A TECHNICAL KNOCKOUT 



It has been evident for some time now the 
direction which student, opinion would take on 
the question of women cheerleaders at. McGill. 
Yesterday's meeting of the Students' Society 
served to concretize this opinion. 

Although the number of students attending 
the meeting fell just short, of a quorum, the al- 
most unanimous vote on the motion of approval 
of women cheerleaders cannot be ignored. 

It is to be hoped t lint the solid vote will bear 
the weight which it rightly deserves when it is 
presented to the university authorities. 

The problem of a quorum was. of course, in- 
tensified yesterday when the official stamp of 
approval could not be given by the Students' 
Society. The number of "îOO students, as passed 
two years ago, seems to serve more as an ob- 
struction thnn an aid. 

It would appear that the suggestion which 
arose from the floor at the meeting would merit 
serious consideration on the part of students. 
Our experience at Students' Society meetings 
for the last year or two ha? indicated that ap- 



proximately an average of 300 to 400 students 
have attended these meetings. Therefore wc 
consider Hint the number suggested, three hun- 
dred, would most certainly be a more plausible 
one, and 'would permit the Students' Society to 
carry on its meetings in an official manner." 

However, any motion asking for a lower 
quorum than three hundred for thereabouts) 
approaches the crux of the debate that length- 
ened excessively the constitutional meetings 
lipid in the Spring of 1946. The debate developed 
into a contest between those who thought that 
the quorum should be high enough to prevent a 
meeting from being "packed" by any one eftm- 
pus group: and those who upheld the opinion 
that the old quorum MOO) was sufficient. 

There can be no disagreement with the fact 
that as things gland, McGill students have not 
the medium for expressing their collective opin- 
ions on such folies as the one brought up yes- 
terday. 

Before going any further, the Students' 
Executive Council may well consider this 
"change of quorum" proposal.— A.T.

The program on which they were elected was 
that they were to renew their demands for low rent 
housing, particularly for student vets, and an in- 
crease in grants In order to meet the rising costs of 
living.

Montreal at Christmas, which several members of 
the executive attended as delegates, the only mem- 
ber of the executive who was in fnvor of an increase 
in grants or a cost of living bonus was Alister 
Fraser. Bill Archer, another member of the execu- 
tive, was the most outspoken delegate and instru- 
mental in the undermining of the increase in grants. 
Frank Common sal "silently" throughout the whole 
conference and when the motion for an increase in 
grants was pul to a vote, I have been. told by re- 
liable sources that he voted against it with his col- 
league Archer. This is part of what Gil Rosenberg 
meant by a "do nothing attitude" and the complete 
disregard of the membership's demands. 

Another part of the "do nothing attitude", and a 
ridiculous one to say the least, is that according to 
Frank Common if you have any problems you must 
go to him. This is a part of a well planned scheme 
to kill any cohesive actions on the part of the Vets 
students and reduce our society to the level of a 
relief office. 

With all these lads and many others which I 
have not the space to mention here, I am surprised 
that Boris Moskatov has the nerve of trying to 
smear any one who revolts against the present ex- 
ecutive as "subversive". Could it be that Boris 
Moskatov Is using the 'red herring' as a cheap pub- 
licity stunt for the coming Dawson election, when 
he hopes to be elected president of the student 
Council? 

Vets want low cost housing and more money In 
order to continue their planned education. They are 
more interested in that than a 'HOLY WAR', a la 
Duplessis, against the so-called 'subversive'. Since 
they form a large majority of your electors, Boris, 
you might do well to consider them.

Whatever occupies her, It is less 
and less in the kitchen, and she 
can accomplish more outside the 
home than she formerly had the 
hours for. The time has long since 
passed when married life entitled 
women to the uninformed and com- 
fortable irresponsibility of seclu- 
sion.

First I wi.sh to thank all those 
whn xupportrd my nomination, and 
to assure them that I will do my 
best to justify their faith in my 
ability. 

My platform consists of fwo 
parts. First, to further the women 
students' enjoyment of college life, 
and secondly to instill in all of us 
a sense of responsibility for those 
less fortunate than ourselves.

4) The improvement of Frcshle 
Teas, by dividing them into facul- 
ties, with upper class girls iBig 
Sisters! acting as hostesses and 
guides to girls entering their par- 
ticular faculty. 

The second part of my program 
I consider absolutely essential, con- 
sidering social conditions today. 
The peoples of Europe must regain 
security. It is up to us as the edu- 
cated class of women to concern 
ourselves with the improvement 
of social conditions and to keep 
ourselves informed about political 
and international issues. It will be 
our generation's world tomorrow, 
and we must prepare today to meet 
its responsibilities. To accomplish 
this, I advocate the following:

a i Christmas baskets 
bi Settlement work' 
c) Material aid to Europe 

fi> Support of the Debating Soci- 
ety, and the regular invitation to 
political leaders to speak at R.V.C.

You who live near 
McGill are probably unaware of the 
opportunities yon are missing, but 
I do not think It is inevitable that 
they should be missed.

Another aim would be to increase 
the methods of publicity for wom- 
en's affairs of the campus. Each 
week a report could be published 
on meetings, debates and M.W.S. 
A. A. activities for the coming week. 
This would increase participation 
and give Women's Union activities 
a more important place in campus 
life. In the intciests of the Fresh- 
cttes social success I think a date 
bureau should be set up next year 
during Freshmen Reception weeks. 
Many Frcshettes do not like going 
to dances stag when the uppcr- 
classmen arc going drag. 

There should also be Increased 
cooperation between the residences. 
The girls in R.V.C. Strathcona and 
MacLcnmn Halls, as a rule, know 
the ANA House girls by sight only, 
and arrangements should be made 
by which they could all meet each 
other from time to time during 
the year. 

From these suggestions it can be 
seen that my policy would be one 
of increased cooperation between 
all the different groups of women 
on the Campus. I would attempt 
to break down the barriers of dif- 
fering interests so that we may all 
appreciate the values of each 
others' interests and try to develop 
our own. 

In closing I would like to thank 
all those who supported my nomin- 
ation.

5) In cooperation with Dean Gill- 
son, carrying out plans for the com- 
plete redecoration of the Women's 
Common Room in the Arts Build- 
ing with all possible improvements 
being made immediately. 

The position on the Students' ex- 
ecutive Council is of tremendous 
importance, as our president must
